steps of: detecting an output voltage of a fuel cell provided 


in a fuel cell system ; and 


when the output voltage becomes a predetermined value or less, supplying a fuel from 


the fuel cartridge to start replacement of gas in the fuel cell system" is not disclosed in 1
